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Memorial to the Founder 


of the American Red 
Cross

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—Active 


steps will be taken by the Clara'Barton 
National Memorial association to secure 
the funds necessary to erect In the city 
of Washington a memorial to commem- 
orate the great work done by Miss Bar- 
ton In the Civil war and as founder of 
the American Ked Cross. The associa- 
tion has in mind the erection of a sjJleii- 
did memorial which shall be a distinct 
recognition ot Miss Barton's indonil!- 
able courage." and her self-sacrifice In 
the. cause of humanity, -It is-the-\vish 
of the association tliat the funds be 
raised by, popular subscription, so. all 
may have an opportunity to contribute 
towards'a. lasting tribute to the noMe 
woman whose 
humanitarian 
efforts 


were 'not confined to atiy one'country, 
any one cause or any one class of peo- 
ple." Clara Barton ministered to all who 
reeded her peraonal help or the assist- 
ance of the great society she repre- 
sented, and in erecting a permanent 
memorial to her bravery, lier tenderness 
:ind her humanity, it is regarded as es- 
pecially fitting that the entire.country 
join in the movement. 


This week Mrs. John A. Logan, widow 


of. the famous general of the Civil war, 
as president of the Clara Barton Memo- 
rial association, will send out thousands 
of circulars calling 
attention 
to the 


proposed memorial and asking co-oper- 
ation and funds. 
No-definite form has 


been selected, but the suggestion .of a 
Greek temple, dedicated to Miss Barton 
and containing suitable lablcte com- 
memorating her deeds and the estab- 
lishment of the American -Red Cross 
through her efiorts, has met with,much 
favor. 


The appeal .to be issued within a few 


days recounts how, in 1861,, when the 
Civil-war begun, Clara Barton, a clerk 
in one of the departments In Washing- 
ton, 
dropped her pen and commenced 


without preparation, the work of'nurs- 
ing the wounded. She followed tho army 
to the: battlefield where she enlisted 
loyal workers to'assist in cra'ihg" for 
the sick and wounded. "She was of. in- 
valuable.service to the troops, tho gov- 
ernment and" the' country," says..the 
rppeal. After the battles of Cedar 
mountain and Grovetpn, where-we lost 
PiOOO, came the disaster of. Manassas and 
the Second Bull Run.Miss Barton gath- 
ered everything she could use for the 
relief of "the wounded, of which there 
were 4000. She,went to the battlefield, 
and through three long days and nights 
without sleep ministered to the suffer- 
ing men. When the battle of AntieUtm 
was imminent"Cicn. Rucker 
sent 
for 


Miss Barton and told her she must g'> 
on the march so as to be on the ground 
after' the battle. • The siege ot Freder- 
Icksburs, 
Petersburg, 
the 
eight 


months* siege'of Forts Wagner, Sumter 
and Gregg, the campaign and siege of 
Charleston 
found 
her close 
to the 


troops. 
After the close of the war she 


spent four years searching for missing 
men on the battlefields, the prisons and 
prison and field burying grounds. This 
work was undertaken by her at the per- 
sonal request Of President Lincoln. De- 
voting herself to this gruesome labor,

she restored to the rolls 10,000 out of

the 80,000 missing.

.After the Civil war she went to Swlt- 


• 
norland and became -interested • in the 
splendid Work of the Red Cross, and 
wan urged to join in the work. - She did

this, nnd was active during the Franco- 
Prussian war. 
Witnessing the wonderful work done 


by the Red Cross in Europe, Miss Bar- 


"'ton .determined 
to urge 
the-Unltcd 


'States to join with the other countries 
which had adopted Red Cross work. It 
proved • a long and tedious task, but 
with indomitable courase.and persisc- 
encc. Miss Barton worked 
on, until 


General 
Garficld 
became • president. 


Then she found ready sympathy for the 
cause. President Garfield wasrimpresseu 
with Mies Barton's conception ot, the 
Red Cross for America.-She had worked 
in blood and fire before his eyes, he 
himself had stood with her In the rain 
of-bullet and shell in the Civil war, and 
he worked zealously for its incorporar 
rion here. Miss Barton was the founder 
ot the Red Cross in America and also 
the originator of the American amend- 
ment which was accepted by the Geneva 
conference and which was the first, to 
provide that the Red Cross •.might 
utilized to minister to sufferers from 
pestilence, famine, fires, flood or othci 
calamities in time of peace, in addition 
to its work in time of war. Tho presi- 
dent ot the International Red Cross at 
the convention of Geneva in 1SS2. char- 
acterized 
the establishment of- the

"The German government will only state :that it 


has'imposed far reaching restraints upon-the, use. of 
the submarine weapon, solely In 
consideration of 


neutrals''interests,'iin spite of the fact that these re- 
strictions are'necessarily of advantage to Germany's 
enemies. No such consideration has ever been shown 


• neutrals by Great Britain and^her-allies. 
"The German submarine forces have had, in fact, 


orders to conduct the submarine warfare in accord- 
ance with the general principles of visit and search 
and the destruction of merchant vessels recognized 
by international law, the'sole exception being the 
conduct of warfare against 'enemy trade carried on 
enemy freight ships encountered in the war zone sur- 
rounding Great Britain. 
With regard to these no 


assurances have ever been given to the government 
of the United States. No such assurances aro con- 
tained in the declaration of February S, 1916. 
"The German government cannot admit any doubt 


that these orders were given or are executed in good 
faith. Errors actually occurred. 
They can in no 


kind of Warfare be avoided altogether. Allowances 
must be made in the conduct of naval warfare against 
an enemy resorting to all kinds of ruses, whether per- 
missible or illicit. 
"But apart from the possibility. of errors, naval 


warfare, just like warfare on land, implies unavoid- 
able dangers for neutral persons and goods entering 
the fighting zone. Even in cases where the naval ac- 
tion is confined to ordinary forms of cruiser warfare., 
neutral persons and goods-repeatedly come-to grief.

horrors of war. But although these considerations 
are of great weight, they "alone would not under 
present circumstances have determined the attitude 
of the German government. For in answer to the

• ternational law the German government must repeat 


once more with all emphasis, that it was not the Ger- 
man, but the British government which ignored all

did memorial which 'shall be a distinct 
recognition o[ Miss Barton's indomit- 
able courage ami her self-sacrilice in 
tiie-cause of humanity. It Is the 'wish 
of the association that the lunds Ijc 
raised by popular subscription, so all 
may have an opportunity to contribute 
lowards a lasting tribute lo the nobio 
woman whose humanitarian 
efforty 


were not confined to any one country, 
any one causo or any one clas^ of peo- 
ple. Clara Barlon ministered to all who 
i>e<?ded her personal help OP Ihe assist- 
ance of the great society she repre- 
sented, and In erecting a permanent 
memorial to her bravery, her tenderness 
mid her humanity, It in regarded as es- 
pecially fitting that the entire country 
join in the movement. 


This week Mis. John A'.-Logan, widow

Hhe followed the army 
to the battlefield where she .enlisted 
loyal workers to assist In cr.ring for 
the Kick and Wounded.
